Arguably the most celebrated rarity of the entire Russian series, the Constantine Ruble 
began its romantic history spun around a Tsar who never was. Born in 1779, two years after 
his brother Alexander, Grandduke Constantine Pavlovich would not easily walk down paths 
others determined for him. Grandmother Catherine the Great envisioned Constantine as the 
future emperor of a restored Byzantine empire mighty under the Russian aegis. To that end, 
his name, a Greek nanny, and instruction in the Greek language and history. But Catherine's 
dreams never bore fruit, for Constantine’s path would lay to the north, in Poland. 


Brave, but headstrong and mercurial, Constantine earned praise on the battlefield in the 
Napoleonic wars. In 1814, his brother Tsar Alexander asked him to form a new Polish army, 
a task that Constantine tackled with zeal. In a short span, Constantine became Poland's best 
friend in the court of St. Petersburg. His fervor for his viceregal duties in Poland, and the 
influence of his wife, the Polish noblewoman Joanna Grudzinska, led him to identify himself 
more and more as Polish. 


Such was his ardor for Poland, that in 1823, Constantine renounced his rights as the 
Russian heir. Alexander signed this Manifesto that declared Grandduke Nicholas Pavlovich 
next heir to the Russian crown. Hidden away, the document was to be opened only upon the 
Tsar's death; its very existence known only to the principals, the dowager empress and 
perhaps a handful of court officials. 


Two years later, in late November, word reached Nicholas in St. Petersburg and Constantine 
in Warsaw that Tsar Alexander had died in the south, in Taganrog. Each brother formally 
swore allegiance to the other. The confused path that would be the succession crisis of 1825 
was laid. As couriers raced back and forth from St. Petersburg to Warsaw, Constantine, 
while swearing allegiance to Nicholas, refused to come to the capital. If he did, he argued, it 
would appear that it was he who was legitimizing Nicholas, not the late emperor. Meanwhile, 
Nicholas, some speculate, was hesitant to announce the Manifesto and become emperor for 
he was unsure of his acceptance, especially from the army which cared not for him. 
Relations between the brothers chilled quickly.

Such vicissitudes were not known to the capital nor the people. It was taken for fact that 
Constantine was the next Tsar. In this vein, Finance Minister Count Egor Kankrin instructed 
the mint to prepare a pattern portrait Rouble of Constantine posthaste, and called upon his 
friend Jacob Reichel, the former official senior mint engraver, for the designs. A handful of 
Pattern Roubles, made with new dies and old milling-rings, were struck. Meanwhile over the 
fortnight, the Manifesto was finally made known, and Nicholas was proclaimed Tsar as of the 
day Alexander died. 


Kankrin now worried that his innocent Pattern Rouble undertaking could be viewed as lese 
majeste especially because of the chill between Constantine and Nicholas. He ordered work 
stopped and the immediate impounding of all material connected to it. A sealed box 
containing three pairs of dies (one complete, two unfinished), and 19 tin splashes, and 
sealed packets containing Reichel’s drawings, five Pattern Roubles, and the pertinent 
documents were placed in a secret archive, where they lay hidden until 1879. 


Somehow Reichel, also a collector, managed to obtain another example of the Pattern 
Rouble. Some theories have it that Kankrin held one Rouble back and that his friend Reichel 
wheedled it from him. Other theories suggest that Reichel struck the specimen himself. 
Reichel’s coin differs from the five sealed away in that it has a smooth, not lettered, edge (for 
whoever had it struck did not have a milling-ring at their disposal). 


In 1879, Tsar Alexander II requested the five Pattern Roubles from the Ministry of Finance. 
One he kept himself (given to the Hermitage in 1927). Another he donated to the Hermitage, 
and the other three he gave to Granddukes Georgii Mikhailovich (today in the Smithsonian) 
and Sergei Alexandrovich (present whereabouts unknown) and to Prince Alexander of 
Hesse (today in a private collection.) 


The specimen offered here, only the second known smooth edge variety was first identified 
in 1919. It was bought by F.F. von Richter, who died in 1938. And surfaced in 1962 at the 
Hermitage where Spassky authenticated the piece.

Evidence leads us to consider this to be an original Pattern Rouble, executed by J. Reichel, 
who two years earlier, was responsible for sketches of the celebrated Constanine Rouble. It 
is well known that the Patterns struck from untempered dies were rejected by the Tsar. The 
coins in silver with three different edge variations have proved to be Novodels, struck in 
1880's. The only other original Pattern in lead is Virgil Brand Collection example, sold by 
World Wide Coins of CA, XXIX, May 16, 1996, # 446.

Records state that only five gold medals were struck, of which it would seem only two could be available to 
commerce. The first was presented (as tradition decrees) to the Swedish monarch, Oskar II, the second to Adolf 
Erik Nordenskidld, the expedition leader (now in the Swedish Royal Coin Cabinet), the third to Ludolf Palander, the 
Captain of the SS Vega, the fourth to Oscar Diksson, an expedition financer (now held in family trust), and the last 
to Alexander Sibiriakoff, a Russian mine owner, expedition financer and scientist. The costs of the expedition were 
financed in a three-way split between the Swedish King, Diksson and Sibiriakoff. At the time of the Russian 
Revolution, Sibiriakoff fled the country and settled in Nice, living off a small pension granted him by Sweden. Whilst 
the medal on offer could be his, it seems more likely that it is, in fact, the one presented to Captain Palander. 


The eventual success of the expedition established Nordenskidld as one of the great Polar explorers. The SS 
Vega, a converted whaling ship, sailed from Gothenburg on the 4" of July, 1878. But, on the 28" of September, a 
tantalizing 120 miles short of the Bering Strait, she was stuck in drift ice off Pitlekaj, and became completely ice- 
bound. The journey only continued on the 18" of July the following year. Flying the flag of the Swedish Sailing 
Society the Vega arrived in Yokohama on the 2" of September, 1879. The news that the Northeast Passage was 
navigable caused a worldwide sensation and Nordenskidld was the hero of the hour. 


Adolf Erik Nordenskidld (1832-1901), was born in Finland (then a Russian state), but later became a Swedish 
citizen. He was a scientist, and as expedition organizer, meticulously planned the voyage. He was not, however, 
an arctic sailor and was said to have been constantly seasick, dreading the ice. Much feted for his successes, 
Nordenskidld received 17 medals from the learned societies of many countries. However he relied heavily on the 
navigational skills of Captain Palander, and Palander’s roll in the expedition cannot be underestimated, a fact 
reflected on the medal now offered, where it is his name that features prominently, whilst that of Nordenskidld is 
omitted. In Japan, Nordenskidld purchased a vast collection of Japanese books now held in the Royal library in 
Stockholm, whilst his vast collection of maps is held by the University of Helsinki. The SS Vega returned via the 
Southern route and the Suez Canal, but the Northeast Passage had been opened and is still today a major shipping 
route.
